This action is taken in line with the Government's declared determi- 
nation to stabilize living costs on a basis that is fair to all. It is 
a developing attack on the menace of inflation which arises out of 
wartime conditions. The prices of tea, coffee and oranges are now 
lowered by official order. Plans for reduction in the price of milk to 
the consumer are also under way and will be announced in the near 
future. The items chosen have been selected because of their 
important place in the weekly budget of every home in Canada. 


TEA and COFFEE Effective now—the retail price of tea is 


reduced by 10c per pound and the retail price of coffee by 4c per 
pound below the recent lawful ceiling prices. 


The table below indicates how the reduction of 10c per pound 
applies to less-than-pound packages; and is for purposes of 
illustration only. 


Tea formerly selling by the pound at 90c 85c 
Must now sell at 
per pound 80c 75¢ 
per 1-2 pound 40c 38c 
per 1-4 pound 22c 2\c 
per 1-8 pound 12c IIc 


BULK TEA 


The reduction in the maximum retail prices of bulk tea sold in 
quantities less than a pound should correspond to the reduction in 
retail prices for the small sizes of packaged tea, 


TEA BAGS 


Reductions in retail prices of tea packaged in tea bags must 
correspond to those made on packaged tea. 


ORANGES Oranges must be reduced to give consumers the 
benefit of the reduction in cost to retailers brought about by lower 
prices for the new crop, by seasonal removal of import duty (effec- 
tive December Ist, this year) and by the removal of the War 
Exchange Tax. Oranges should sell at or below the September- 
October 1941 retail price levels. 


BE SURE THAT YOU GET THE FULL

SPECIAL NOTICE TO RETAILERS: 


Retailers will be compensated for any loss on present stocks—in order 
that these reductions may be enjoyed by the public immediately.

the Municipal District of Harmony. 


Mr. Dawson states that one reason for enlarging the 
municipal districts is that the original boundaries were ser 
when there were no automobiles and that transportation to 
the municipal seat was difficult. Surely this argument. falls 
flat at this time when the farm ris finding it more difficult 
to operate under the restrictions on tires and gasoline. It is 
just as difficult, if not more so, for the farmer to get to his 
municipal seat now as it was then. On this very argument 
alone the government should postpone the enlarged unit idea 
till after the war, 


Another reason for the enlarged unit, Mr. Dawson states, 
is to more efficiently spend the taxpayer's money, resulting 
in a lowering of the cost of government. That this is pos- 
sible is only a theory and has no substantiation in fact, The 
only record the taxpayer has is the enlarged school unit. 
He was promised the same thing in that move—“lowering 
the cost of the government.” But the record of the enlarged 
schyol unit or district is in almost all cases a record of tre- 
mendous increases of the mill rate, And the farmer can 
only see the same result when the municipal districts are 
enlarged. 


Another statement Mr. Dawson makes is that as he rep- 
resents several municipalities he cannot confine himself to 
any local condition. In this it is apparent that Mr, Dawson 
is in error if he considers the distaste of the enlarged unit 
idea is a local condition. The farmers of all municipalities 
feel the same. They see an increase in taxation, and a 
lessening of their own right to determine their municipal 
government. 


The arguments put up by the government in support of 
this proposal have all failed to hold water. There can be no 
doubt in the minds of anyove that the government has 
ulterior motives in forcing this legislation upon the province 
against the wishes of the people. 


The whcle situation reminds us of a cartoon depicting the 
Japanese soldier, who is about to cnt off the head of his 
Chinese victim, saying to him, “This is going to hurt you 
but it is for your own good.”
